VOTE OF NO.CONFIDENCE IN THE 
MINISTRY TO BE MOVED. , 


a 


When the Dail reassembled yesterday at 
Leinster House Mr. de Valera and all the 
available members of his party occupied 
the Oppositisn_benches. The business on 
the Order Paper was not heavy, the prin- 
cipal matter for consideration being the 
Senate amendments to the Currency. Bill, 

After question time, Mr. Thomas 
Johnson sought for liberty to raise the 
question of the competence of the Ministry. 
but the Speaker ruled that it would; not 
be in order to do so on twenty-four hours’ 
notice except by agreement. Mr. Johnson 
thereupon gave notice that on the adjourn- 
ment he would move that the House should 
meet again on Tuesday next to consider 
a vote of no confidence in the Government. 

President Cosgrave expressed his willing- 
ness to agree with the proposal that the 
House should reassemble on Tuesday, .and 
after the business of the day had been 
concluded the House rose until Tuesday 
at 3 o'clock, when the vote of no con- 
fidence will be discussed. 


AN EXPLANATION. 


A SUGGESTION WITHDRAWN. 


The SPEAKER announced that a message 
had been received from the Senate announcing 
that the Public Safety Bill had been passe 
without amendment. 

Mr. T. JOHNSON (Labour, Dublin County), 
on a matter of personal explanation, said 
that in the discussion on the Electoral Amend- 
ment Bill‘ No. 2, he had made a statement 
that certain words uttered by Ministers would 
be deleted from the official report before it 
was issued.. He suggested this from his re- 
collection of a debate which occurred in 1925 
when a Minister made certain statements 
which were reported in the newspapers, but 
which were not included in the official report. 
He had been assured, and he accepted the 
assurance unreservedly, that the official 
reporters did not report these words because 
they were uttered sotto voce, and not in the 
ordinary course of debate. He, therefore, un- 
reservedly withdrew the suggestion that the 
Minister had interfered with the official report 
or that the official reporters by direction of a 
Minister had altered their reports. 

The report of the Joint Committee on 
Standing Orders (Private Business), as to the. 
nomination of depnties to serve on the Joint 
Committee to consider the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board (Bridge) Bill, 1927, was then 
presented. . 

President COSGRAVE said he did not 
propose to take item No, 3 on the Order 
Paper—a supplementary vote for public 
services—Vote No. 52 (Department of Agri- 
culture). 


‘ VOTE OF WANT OF CONFIDENCE. 

Mr. T. JOHNSON asked the President: if 
he intended to take any immediate action in 
view of the change in the composition of the 
Dail. 

President COSGRAVE—I do not understand 
the meaning of the question. 

Mr. JOHNSON stated that the Minister 
by notice at the last sitting arranged that 
the vote for the Department of Agriculture, 
which was a vote purporting to give the 
Department certain moneys, should be taken 
that day. It now appeared that it was not 
to be proceeded with. He now asked if an 
opportunity would be given to the Dail at 
that meeting of raising the question of the 
competence of the Ministry. 

President COSGRAVE—I understood tht 
the deputy was to have given notice of that 
yesterday, but I havo not heard ‘that he did. 

Mr, JOHNSON—Would I be in order to 
give notice of 24 hours for a motion of that 
nature. 

The SPEAKER said that it would not be 
in order unless by agreement. 

Mr. JOHNSON—I desire to give formal 
notice that on the motion for the adjourna- 
ment, which I understand is to be for a 
long period, I shall move that the House so 
meet again on Tuesday next, and there will 
then be presented for the House to consider 
on that day a vote of no confidence in the 
Government.

LAND COMMISSION'S POWERS. 

Mr. BURKE, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Finance, said that Mr. 
Belton was very far at sea im suggesting 
that the reason why the Land Commission 
had not taken over this land was that, they 
were prevented by some extraneous power, 
These lands were invested m the British 
Government, and with the Treaty they passed 
to Saorstat Eireann and were in contro] of 
the Oireachtas. Article 11 of the Constitu- 
tion limited the power of the Government 
in alienating land for ninety-nine years, 
but it was open to the Dail at any time to 
change that part of the Constitution without 
referring to any outside power. The policy 
of the present Government was to get the 
best price available for the property of the 
State. This farm was bought as a stud farm, 
and considerable money was laid out on build. 
ings and in making it suitable for that pur- 
pose. If the property was .cut, up in small 
portions, the buildings would probably go to 
waste. 

_ Mr. BELTON—Your Department has not 
power to transfer the land at present owing 
to Article 11 of the Constitution—is that it? 

Mr. BURKE—Yes. 

Mr. BELTON—I presume that that means 
that the farm or estate cannot be sub- 
divided ? 

Mr. BURKE—The. Land Commission can- 
not take a lesser interest than a freehold 
interest, and we cannot give them a freehold 
interest.

EX-ARMY MEN AND GOVERNMENT 
DEPARTMENTS. 

Mr. HALL (Lab., Meath) asked the 
President whether it was the intention of the 
Government to remove, now or in the near 
future, the preference given to ex-National 
Army men when filling positions in Govern- 


ment Departments, and also to remove “the 


same .preference .in so far as it affects. em- 
ployment by local :uthorities under relief 
grants. 

‘The PRESIDENT replied that the position 
as regards the employment of ex-Army men 
under Government Departments was not 
identical with that relating to the employ- 
ment of such men in State-aided works car- 
ried out under loca] authorities. In the latter 
case the rule governing employment, while 
providing for a preference for ex-Army men, 
admitted also of the employment of non ex- 
Army men. As a matter of fact, the number 


‘in’ the latter category actually employed was

It was not proposed. to introduce legisla- 
tion requiring shipping companies using 
Saorstat ports to be registered here or to 
have their vessels registered here. The 
original returns from which the statistics of 
Irish external trade for the years 1914 to 
1916, inclusive, were compiled showed only 
the total quantities of the different classes of 
goods imported and exported at each of the 
ports in Ireland. Separate particulars were 
not given for imports and exports carried by 
the respective shipping companies or com- 
bines, nor were ticulars available to dis- 
tinguish trade with British ports from trade 
with other foreign ports, Accordingly, it is 
not possible to state even approximately the 
value of the trade between British and 
Saorstat ports carried by certain shipping 
companies during the period referred to. 

GROSS-CHANNEL RATES, 

The “MINISTER for INDUSTRY and 
COMMERCE, in reply to Mr. M. Hennessy, 
said that he was aware that following an in- 
crease in the British railway rates, and solely 
on that account, cross-Channel through rates 
were increased as from the 1st March, 1927. 
He had no information regarding the rates 
from Canada and the Argentine to British 
ports. The whole subject had received no 
attention, and he was endeavouring to arrange 
a conference between the representatives of 
the live stock trade and the cross-Channel 
bere ig companies to discuss the freights 
charged by the companies. No Government 
had any jurisdiction over the rate charged by 
independent steamship companies. To intro- 
duce legislation for such powers would be a 
step requiring very serious consideration and 
would be a matter of great difficulty. So far 
as Saorstat railway rates are concerned, the 
Railways Act, 1924, provides safeguards for 
traders through the medium of the Railway 
Tribunal. 

SHIPOWNERS AND INCOME TAX. 

Replying to Deputy Hennessy, ' 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE said that 
foreign shipowners having business, @tc., in 
the Saorstat were assessed to income tax 
in the ordinary course on profits arising from 
the trade carried on by them in the Saorstat, 
and where the shipowner was a limited com- 
pany its Saorstat profits would normally be 
chargeable to corporation profits tax if of 
sufficient amount. Incomé Tax, Schedule A. 
(Property Tax), was payable on all premises 
in the Saorstat liable to such tax, whether 
the lessee or owner was a foreigner or not. 
Companies controlled in Great Britain -or 
Northern Ireland, but not resident in 
the Saorstat, were, of course, entitled to 
claim exemption from Saorstat income tax 
(all schedules), ih accordance with the 
reciprocal agreement of 14th April, 1926, in 
respect of double income tax (Finance Act, 
1926, First Schedule).

COMMENTS ON BELFAST 


“ SAFETY FIRST” MEETING. 


Mr. RB. D. Morrison, J.P., former County 
Inspector for Antrim, commented at the 
Lisburn Petty Sessions upon the prevalence 
of motor accidents in the North. . Referring 
to a meeting held in Belfast in su of a 
“Safety First ’’ movement, he said that so 
far as he could judge from the re the 
consensus of opinion was that pedestrians 
were more to blame for the appalling increase 
in the number of accidents caused by motor 
vehicles. 

He wanted to say that he thought they 
in that court hed had more experience of 
motor car prosecutions than any other court 
in the Six Counties, and their experience told 
them that nine-tenths of the cases were due, 
not to pedestrians, but to reckless and care- 
less driving on the part of motor drivers. 

He quite “Tone that pedestrians on the 
pavements of Belfast observed no regularity 
or system. There was not one main street 
where motor cars were not travelling in a 
careless and reckless manner. As far as the 
main arteries were concerned, people had to 
sens for ten minutes before they could go 

ome. 

It was ‘an extraordinary thing that at 
that meeting there was not a single sugges- 
tion offered as to how the appalling state of 
things could be put an end to. 

The Home Secretary had introduced” a 
bill, which was perfect and a credit to those 
who had drafted it. The bill would have 
helped greatly. What happened’? Deputa- 
tions came along, and all that was useful in 
the bill was taken out of it. They knew 
that people could not get compensation in 
cases of fatal accidents. 

Another great blot on the Act was the 
fact that policemen had to bring a doctor 
in cases of drunkenness. The thing was 
absurd. If he took half a glass of whiskey 
it. would upset his judgment. Every case of 
homicide should be inquired into as carefully 
as if it were murder. He did not think 
half the cases were followed up as thoroughly 
as they ought to be.

PROCESSION AND SPECIAL

The Apprentice Boys of Derry vesterday 
celebrated the 238th anniversary of the relief 
of Derry. The city was decorated with flags 
and with arches bearing various mottoes. 
Large numbers from Belfast and other cities 
and districts arrived by the morning trains, 
and a procession marched from the Mall 
Wall to the Cathedral, where a Special Ser- 
vice was held. On the way to the Cathedral 
the procession stopped at the War Memorial 
in the Diamond, on which several wreaths 
were placed, after which a minute's silence 
was observed. 

A great congregation filled the Cathedral, 
where the Anniversary Service was conducted 
by the Rev. J. K. Beattie, the Lesson being 
read by the Dean of Derry. 

The Moderator of the Genera] Assembly 
(the Right Rev. James Thompson, D.D.), 
preached from Psalm 77, verse ii. In the 
course of his address he said that many of the 
things which took place m this land one could 
wish buried in a grave. so deep that 
there would be no hope of their -redurrection, 
but the stirring story of Derry’s siege and re- 
lief one could recall with gratitude. It was 
well to remember Cromwell's words: “ What 
liberty and prosperity depend upon are the 
souls of men and the spirits which are the 
men.” 

The offertory was devoted to charities.

COSGRAVE GOVERNMENT 


TRYING FOR PEACE. 


Mr. James Cooper, M.P., was the principal 
speaker at a County Black demonstration to 
celebrate the anniversary of the relief of 
Derry in Lisnaskea, Co. Fermanagh, yester- 
day. He said that a year ago they thought 
that the country had settled down and that 
they were in for a period of peace and tran- 
quillity. Then came the brutal murder of 
Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, and since then events 
in the Free State had marched quickly. Mr. 
de Valera and his party had swallowed their 
previous protestations and taken the oath and 
their seats in the Dail. Mr. de Valera, how- 
ever, said that the oath riteant nothing. 

If there was one party in the Free State 
that was really trying to bring. peace, it was 
the Cosgrave Government. Now it was 
certain that the Cosgrave Government would 
fall, and a very serious situation would be 
created. There was danger that they ‘in 
Northern Ireland might be fulled into false 
confidence, and it behoved them to be on 
their guard. 

He hoped sincerely that Mr. de Valera’s 
entrance to the Dail would not mean any 
future trouble. They had it. from Mr. de 
Valera and his followers that they were 
“out ” for thegwhole of Ireland—and nothing 
but the whole of Ireland. The only thing 
that could defeat Ulster, however, would be 
dissension in the Unionist ranks. Let them 
united as in the past and ready to meet 


‘any danger that might threaten them, and 


they would be ‘victorious.

With the finest riders in the 
country competing against six of Eng- 
land’s best, the struggle around the 44 
miles course should provide many exciting 
incidents. _The cross-Channel competitors 
and those from Belfast, Limerick and 
other distant parts of Ireland have arrived 
in Dublin, and yesterday was a busy day 
in the majority of the motor cycle dépéts. 
where the finishing touches were being put 
to the highly-tuned engines and skilfully- 
designed machines which will take part 
in the race. 


STARTING TIME. 

The race will start at 3 o’clock, but 
for an hour and a half before that time 
the roads will have been closed. From

SOUVENIR PROGRAMME. 

A very attractive souvenir programme 
has been prepared.

The troops were despatched to suppress 
a serious rising of Indians in the Pocoata 
district. No fewer than 50,000 tribesmen 
are said to be involved in the revolt, which 
has spread to the Tacombamba district. 

Fifty. chieftains, alleged to be the ring- 
leaders, have been taken prisoner, 

The rebels have seized farms and ware- 
Shouses, which they ate looting and 
burning. 

The railway at Potosi is threatened. 

The troops at Potosi and Oruro have 
been ordered to the scene of the disturb- 
ances. General Gonzales Flor has been 
appointed Commander-in-Chief of the 
State forces charged with suppressing the 
revolt, which is declared to be of a Com- 
munistic nature.

If the weather is favourable, it is anti- 
cipated that close on 100,000 people will 
witness . to-day’s Leinster “ Hundred ” 
motor cycle read race in the Phenix Park, 
Dublin. With the finest riders in the 
country competing against six of Eng- 
land's best, the struggle around the 4) 
miles course should provide many exciting 
incidents. The cross-Channel competitors 
and those from Belfast, Limerick and 
other distant parts of Ireland have arrived 
in Dublin, and yesterday was a busy day 
in the majority of the motor cycle dépóts. 
where the finishing touches were being put 
to the highly-tuned engines and skilfully- 
designed machines which will take part 
in the race. 


STARTING TIME. 

The race will start at 3 o'clock, but 
for an hour and a half before that time 
the roads will have been closed. From 
1.30 until 6 p.m. the Ashtown and Castle- 
knock gates will be closed to vehicular 
traffic, while the Cabra gate and the three 
turnstiles on the North side of the Park 
will be closed. No vehicles will be allowed 
to remain stationary at any part of the 
Park except in the official car park at the 
Fifteen Acres. Motorists entering the 
Park after 1.30 p.m. should do so by the 
Island Bridge or Chapelizod gates, as 
between the Parkgate street and North 
Circular road gates, Which will be open.

SOUVENIR PROGRAMME. 

A very attractive souvenir programme 
has been prepared.
